cent developments. 
He believes that things are work^ 


ing out in a n a t u r a l - w a y and all interests are doing 
the best they can with a bad situation. 
What seems 


to interest Sir. Babson most is the possible effect on 
prices in general following the strike settlements. Dis- 
cussing this possibility he says: 


"Tho strikes while in progress naturally put a 


general damper on business. 
They have a dishearten- 


ing effect on. producers, jobbers, and retailers. 
Wage 


workers have less to spend and manufacturers are less 
interested in pushing their business. 
All of this tends 


to hold up trade in general. 
Yet during this period ot 


strikes, people are living, eating, and dressing just as 
if no strikes existed. 
Houses are deteriorating, young 


folks are getting married, children are being born, 
clothes are wearing out, and merchandise In general 
i 


is being consumed. 
If deterioration and consumption were suspended rtur-, 


ing the depression of labor strikes, then strikes might be good tor the j 
country at times. 
Unfortunately, however, the deterioration and con-| 


sumption goes on even though retail purchases decline.

"This means that after the strikes are settled there is a general rush! 


to buy. 
The wage workers when returning to work again feel prosperous, j 


They and their families rush to the stores and purchase goods. 
The group j 


of industries which have been involved in the strike immediately receive j 
an avalanche of orders. 
They in turn feel prosperous and order new ma-; 


chincry and quantities of supplies. 
This sudden increase in business from | 


both wage workers and employers is quickly felt by the jobbers who in 
turn pour in orders upon the manufacturers.

"The immediate effect of this is to cause a temporary scarcity of goods i 


which in many instances results in the raising of prices. 
Therefore. I i 


should not be surprised to see an increase in the wholesale prices of many 
products this fall. 
In some sections ot the country there will be a dis- 


t i n c t shortage in some lines of grinds. 
Merchants, therefore, are justi- 


fied in stocking up now for fall and winter trade. 
Those who have con- 


tracts to fill should see that these contracts are well covered. 
When busi- 


ness is so dull, as it is at present, it is hard to believe that, a few months 
ran see a radical change in the situation.' Such is possible, although price 
increase may be more or less ot a temporary nature. 
I say "temporary" 


because after the next spurt in commodity prices, there will probably b o j 
another break which will make the general price level even lower t h a n 
it is at present. 
After this next upward movement, the general trend 01 


commodity prices may be downward for some years to come.

"Some of the basic commodities are already showing an upward ten- 


dency. 
Sugar, for example, which has been such a drug on the market 


during the pa.st two years, has already begun to strengthen, and people 
are well justified in again buying sugar by the barrel. 
Linseed oil is 


firmer. 
The demand has greatly improved and the outlook is very much 


brighter. 
I predict further advances [or linseed and should not be sur- 


prised to see raw linseed oil sell for one dollar or over. 
This is the gen- 


eral result, of the large amount of building now in progress and t.he con- 
sequent demand for paint.

ing this coming year following the strike settlements. 
The basic com- 


modities which now look weak in the market are lead, rubber nnd prob- 
ably petroleum. 
Petroleum is in a very interesting position. 
Tiie mar- 


ket, is controlled and (here never was a time, even during Ihe palmiest 
Standard Oil days, when the .oil price situation was so under the absolute 
control of a few men. 
On the other hand, there is a tremendous amount 


of oil in storage and statistically the oil situation is weak. 
Although 1 


cannot get anyone to agree with me, I believe that oil is at any time ifahle 
to break in price.

"What will this mean to the stock market? 
It looks to me as if this 


would be a benefit, especially to the industrials.

OF MEXICO TO PLACE AMONG 


LEADING NATIONS OF WORLD

the masses in the country to the high- 
est possible standard. 


Keep People Busy 


The motor manufacturer wants to 


keep the hands and minds of the Mex- 
ican common people occupied so "they 
will have no time for fighting." This, 
it became known, is the substance of 
Mr. Ford's theory, one that be hopes 
to carry out in the near future by 
erection of a number of factories 
throutrhoiit the more important states. 
In short, it. was said, he hopes to re- 


veal to the people of Mexico how they 
can help themselves. 


The first step in this program may 


be taken soon with establishment of 
n Ford motor assembling plant, in the 
state of Coahuila, probably in Snltillo. 
Business roterests of that city and the 
governor of tie state are known here 
to be eager to bring about the indus- 
trial development. Mr. Ford, it is 
known, would enter upon bis develop- 
ment program immediately upon erec- 
tion of the necessary factory build- 
ings. 
Similar enterprises would be 


established by Mr. Ford in other parts 
of the country if the plan is carried 
out, it was intimated. 


Predicts Notable Progress 


Mr. Ford is said to believe that if 


the Mexicans once are fought the 
value of industry, better methods of 
agriculture and their possibilities in- 


dividually and as a nation, the ad- 
vance of the country will prove an 
abiding faith in the people of the 
country. He announced his idea sev- 
eral years ago, at a time when many 
persons in the United States were ad- 
vising that the United States send 
troops to "clean up Mexico." 


At that time Mr. Ford snid: 
"Let me invade Mexico with fac- 


tories and give the people something 
to do. 
Then there will be no more 


war there." 


As the initial step toward carrying 


out his plan Mr. Ford for the last few 
years "has been training Mexicans in 
his automobile factories here. Sever- 
al hundred representative workmen 
from the southern republic have be-1 
come skilled workmen in the local 
plants. 
Xow they are ready tt> re- 


turn to their own countrv and become 


native foremen when the wheels in 
the Mexican Ford shops begin to turn. 
These men, it was explained, have 
learned American methods, adopted 
American standards 
of 
living, and 


have seen the vision of the new Mexi- 
co. 
They will pass this enthusiasm 


on to their countrymen, t.he manufac- 
turer believes, and from this seed win 
sprout the end of the Mexican peon- 
age system. 


Will Open Schools 


Mr. Ford, it became known, pro- 


poses to take into the southern repub- 
lic all the ideas that he has worked 
out. in this country. 
He would open 


schools 
where farmers 
would 
be 


taught the use of improved agricul- 
tural implements. He would make it 
•ponsibte for his workmen to become 
educated by attending school outside 
of working hours and see to it that 


the children of the poorer class had 
educational advantages necessary for 
the welfare of the country. 


It was learned that Mr. Ford be- 


lieves the working people of Mexico 
have been exploited. 
He proposes to 


throw the present system Into reverse 
ond turn toward development.

American Colony Interesting 


The American colony at Jerusalem 


is an interesting one. It was founded J 


more than 40 years ago by a weal- 
thy Chicago lawyer named' Spafford, 
a member of the Fullerton Avenue 
Presbyterian 
church and author 
of 


the hymn. "It is Well With 
My 


Soul." 
His wife and four daughters 


went to Kurope, were shipwrecked, 
and the daughters 
were 
all lost. 


Later Dr. Spafford planned to found 
a 
Christian colony 
at 
Jerusalem. 


With his vjife and two little daugh- 
ters and a dozen Chicago and New 
Kngland friends they invested 
all 


their money in this project. For some 
reason tho American consul, Selah 
^ierrill, and perhaps 
other consuls 


were unfriendly toward them. 
At 


times they were almost reduced to 
beggary and very poor. 


June 11—I have 
just returned 


from this beautiful communistic col- 
ony where I had an invitation 
to 


spend Sunday afternoon and take tea 
with them N I arrived at three while 
they were ^holding devotional excr- 
ciseskn their beautiful audience room. 
They were singing when I entered 
the room, where they were assem- 
bled. 
An audience of nearly fiO well 


dressed, high class men ami women. 
A brother from 
Maine n-ad Luke, 


2-lth chapter, very, very slowly. 
It 


scorned to me very appropriate to 
read that chapter, hardly ten min- 
utes' walk from 
the garden tomb 


where these people believe .the Lord 
was laid. 
The Lord's Player was 


then chanted and the exercises were 
over. 
Later tea nnrt cake wore serv- 


ed and 
the colonists gathered 
in 


groups to discuss different subjects.. 


I met members from India, Maine. 


Wisconsin, Kansas and Nebraska. 
A 


neatly dressed old Arab came in to 
chat, with the gentlemen. 
One of the 


chief members is a n ' A r a b but 
you 


would not know it. This colony does 
an extensive business over half the 
world. 
They have 
a photographer 


who travels 
from Egypt 
to Syria 


making photos for lantern slides and 
postcards. A lady from Dnlurh. Minn., 
ordered slides yesterday 
and 
they 


wore sending a lot of photos of native 
people to London today. 


These colonists try to live as Jesus 


would have them live. 
They have 


gained the friendship of Jew of Mo- 
hammedan. 
Twelve years agb when 


I visited there the Turkish minister 
of public instruction was boarding 
his children there and Grace Spaf- 
ford was then superintendent of the 
largest Moslem school for girls in the 
city with an attendance of over one 
thousand. 
The colony has often had 


to feed the native poor, but it was 
during the great war that they show- 
ed their Christian heroism, and gain- 
ed the love and admiration even of 
the Turkish officials. 


Nursed Friend and Foe Alike 


They opened hospitals in the city 


and forty members 
of. the colony 


nursed the wounded and dying. The 
room in which I -write this is in the 
Central hotel inside the Jaffa gate, 
was one given up to the wounded 
Turks, who were nursed by those 
colonists. 
They 
established 
soup 


kitchens. 
The Syrian relief fund sent 


them $5,000. 
For this they could 


only get $2,250 in English gold, or 
450 pounds. 


With that sum they were able to 


distribute. 184,000 portions of soup 
and beans, 
7.GOO pounds of bread 


and 7,170 full meals. 
These funds 


used up, the 
Khaskie Sultan soup 


kitchen was put into their hands, and 
later the Palestine relief fund came. 
The Moslem Turkish officials sui'-n:; 
the unselfish Christian 
work they 


were doing turned over to them the 
distribution of their food supplies. 


"How did you get raw material to 


food two or three thousand starving 
people?" I asked. 


"We did not feed them bread. You 


saw that great bean in, the mixture 
we are feeding our cows; that was 
abundant find /-heap 
and contains 


much protein and we purchased large 
quantities and made soup of it," they 
sai'tl. 
"The Turkish army had great 


stores, some had been wet and we 
bought carloads of it cheaply for bur 
pigs and by sorting it could get much 
that was fit for human food. 
Our 


women as welt as men nursed the 
wounded and dying Turk." 


John D. Whiting, a colony mem- 


ber, who married Grace Spafford. is 
one of the members I have 
met. 


Christian Herald readers are familiar 
with his story of the colony's fight 
with famine, fever and German op- 
pression. 
He says: 


"Many poor persons who came to 


our door dropped on the road and 
were attended to by our women un- j 


; til life left tBom in spile of the fact 


that they were alive with deadly ver- 
min. 
Three of our members caught 


typhus but 
thank 
God 
all pulled 


through. 
Women brought their ba- 


bies and offered to sell them for a 
pittance. 
One mother left her twin 


skeleton babies hanging at midnight 
to our front gate. 


Wounded Pour Into Jerusalem 
"The 
wounded poured i n t o Jeru- 


salem; there was inadequate nurs- 
ing. 
The colony members establish- 


ed hospitals; 
thousands 
of Turks 


passed through their hands. 
They 


tried to give British wounded special 
care 
and sympathy. 
This almost 


ended in deportation of the whole 
colony. 
Control of the army was put 


into Gorman 
hands. 
Falkenheyn's 


beiiil doctor came to their hospital, 
tried to find fault but could not. 
He I 


thought it unwise to trust British 
prisoners there, arid wont away. 


"The colony was ordered to close 


the hospital. That lucent deportation, 
but next 
day 
tho 
British broke 


through at Gaza and the Germans 
fled north. 
The order came to exile j 


the whole 
colony. 
The Germans 


wanted the colony's pigs. 
The order 


came to commandeer 
the colony's 


.horses. 
The head Turkish 
doctor 


I knowing they were continually used 
| for Tied Crescent purposes would not 
allow this. 
Tho order came that all 


Americans of military age be deported, 
they knew not where. 
They packed 


their clothes and tho women put up 
a lunch for thorn. Then the Turkish 
general visited their hospitals and 
was so pleased he disobeyed Falken- 
heyn's order and gave them passes to 
remain, and his head doctor put all 
the hospitals into their care. 


"The British appeared on Mizpah 


at Samuel's Tomb two miles west of 
the 
city. 
The 
enemy 
fled. 
Tlie 


mayor of Jerusalem, abandoned, gave 
[up the keys to all orderly hunting 


I eggs. 
Thousands of Jews and Chris- 


tiana came out of the tunnels and 
cisterns and arches under the old city 
crying 'Hosanna, Hosauna, the Eng- 
lish have come.' 


"We borrowed money in the Unit- 


ed States to feed those dying people. 
It was sent to England, thence to 
Switzerland, neutrals acting for Ger- 
many; thence to Germany who sent 
it to Constantinople. 
Tlie 
highest 


value we received for a United States 
dollar was 50 cents; the lowest, 14 
cents less exchange in depreciated 
paper money of Turkey. 
We had no 


coffeee and made barley coffe. 
Had 


no sugar and bought tons of carob 
pods same as the Prodigal Son ate 
and boiled them down getting 50 pel- 
cent syrup. 
We made ginger cakes 


with it. 


Could Buy Turkish Wheat 


"We could buy quantities of Turk- 


ish wheat wirh Turkish money be- 
cause we 
were 
caring 
for their 


wounded. 
The Russians had to leave 


and they had brood sows. 
We had 


never kept bogs but we bought those 
and raised 150 pigs. 
Tho Turkish 


nrrny all went down Damascus road 
past our house night and day for 
weeks, men, camels, horses, trucks, 
guns. 
They had vast stores of twice 


baked bread. It got, wot. was stored 
here, condemned ns food, and 
we 


bought it for our pigs for .$1 a ton. 
We found mm-li of it by sorting to 
be good for humau food. 
We baked 


it in our ovens and fed it to the 
starving people. 
The mouldy part 


the pigs thrived upon. 


"The Turks and Jews will not eat 


pork. They wanted none of our pigs. 
Throughout the whole work it seemed 
the hand of Divine Providence fav- 
ored the colony. 
We cleaned out the 


hotels inside Jaffa gate. 
They were 


full of hugs. 
Many wounded Turks 


died. They were buried like so many 
pigs. 


"Mrs. Tester, in charge of the hos- 


pitals, a daughter oE Dr. Spafford, the 
colony's founder, sent, strong protest 
to the Turkish 
authorities against' 


burying their heroes like a lot 
of 


swine. 
After that; 
Moslem cere- 


monies wore held over the dead." 


We had had lovely tea and cake as 


one for the person who came in with 
him. 


Women especially are in the habit 


of stopping a street car and asking 
the conductor "where that car goes,"

two women 


friends board tho 
car at the same 


time, both immediately begin fum- 
bling with large pocket-books in

Another "Pet 
Peeve" 


Another "pet peeve" is caused by 


psfssengers nut starting to get out of 
their seats to get off the car until the 
car has stopped and the doors opened, 
and then they leisurely saunter out. 
Any unnecessary waste of time exas- 
perates conductors. 


The scribe boarded another car at 


Fourth and Main streets. 
The car 


was crowded. 
After a futile fum- 


bling for some small change, he pro- 
duced a five-dollar bill and with some 
misgivings haudcd it to the conduc- 
tor.

We will never do it again. "Say," 


the conductor wanted to know in a 
loud tone that caused all the passen- 
gers to crane the,ir necks. 
"What 


do you thing this is, a bank?" 


Did you ever carry around five dol- 


lars in nickles, dimes and quarters 
in your pocket? 
It's some load. 


These are but a few of the things 


that exasperate conductors, and you 
can't bla.me them.

COUNTY NURSE WAGES 
CAMPAIGN TO RECORD 
BIRTHS OF CHILDREN 


Mary Regan is Urging Parents 
Throughout La Crosse Coun- 


ty to See that it is Done 


IS your child's birth recorded? 


This is a question that is- being- 


asked parents throughout La Crosse 
county by Mary Regan, county nurse. 
In the past few weeks a number of 
persons in the county have applied 
to clerk of Court Kleeber for pass- 
port for tours of Europe and in se- 
veral cases it -was with difficulty that 
they obtained their birth records. It 
is this present situation/that concerns 
adults that has caused the county 
nurse to redouble her efforts to have 
all babies born in the county pro- 
perly recorded. 


"it is important that 
n child's 


birth be recorded," said Miss Regan, 
"because such records are needed to 
prove" his age and citizenship in later 
years; to prove his right to go to 
school; to prove his right to work: 
to hold office; to prove* his right to 
secure passports for foreign travel; 
to prove his mother's right to a wi- 
dow's pension. 


"The drafting of thousands of men 


for military service has emphasized 
the need for more* complete birth re- 
gistration. Young men have been con- 
fronted with the necessity of furnish- 
ing proof of age and citizenship, and 
have found proof lacking on account 
of faulty laws or imperfect enforce- 
ment of the law. 


"The 
birth-registration area com- 


prises 25 States and the District of 
Columbia, and includes over half the 
population of the United States. In 
those States 90 per cent of the births 
are recorded. They are: 


California. Connecticut. District of 


Columbia. Indiana. Kansas. Kentucky. 
Maine, 
Maryland, 
Massachusetts, 


Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska. Ned 
Hampshire, Xevr Jersey 
Now York, 


North Carolina. Ohio. Oregon. Penn- 
sylvania. Rhode Island. SouHi Caroli- 
na, Utah. Verrnon, Virginia, Wash- 
ington, Wisconsin. 


"The law requires that the baby's 


birth be reported by the 
physician, 


the nurse or midwife in attendance, 
to the- health officer or town clerk, 
who ^reports it to the State Board 
of Health. If you are not sure that 
this has been done for 
your baby, 


write to the State Board of Health, 
and if they have no record they will 
send you a blank on which you may 
record the child's birth yourself. It is 
not too late at any time, and may bo, 
very important for him in the years) 
to come.

The 32nd Division was organized 


vmder War Department 
orders 
of 


July I R t h . 1D17. from National Guard 
troops from Wisconsin and 
Michi- 


gan. 
Details of this organization are

Wisconsin furnished approximately 


15.TOO and Michigan S.rmn troops of 
all arms. 
Later 4 . 0 f i n National Army 


troops from Wisconsin nnd Michigan 
were transferred to 
t h e 
Division 


shortly before it. left for France. 


When war was declared on Ger- 


many. April 6th. 1917. there were 
two National Guard infantry 
regi- 


ments, one from each of These states. 
in the Federal Service; the 32nd Mi- 
chigan, which had never heen mus- 
tered out since its services on the 
Border, and the 3rd Wisconsin which 
had been called out for guard duty on 
war plants. 
In July the remainder 


of the state troops were mobilized at 
the state camps, and early in Aug- 
ust the movement, of the troops to 
the Division's training: camp at Camp 
UlacArthur, Texas, commenced. 


Division Ordered Overseas 


During the latter part of Novem- 


ber and early in December the Divi- 
sion was visited and carefully exam- 
ined by War Department 
artillery 


and infantry inspectors, 
anrl 
was 


judged ready for overseas 
service. 


Their reports to Washington indicat- 
ed that the 32nd was more advanced 
in its training at that Time than any 
other division then in the U. S. 
Its 


equipment was very nearly complete, 
and the spirit which had developed 
no doubt also influenced the. inspect- 
ors. 
Accordingly notice was shortly 


forthcoming from Washington that 
the Division would he sent to France 
at the earliest practicable date. 


In those days information retard- 


ing troop movements was c a r e f u l l y 
guarded, but before Christmas it was 
generally 
known 
throughout, 
the 


camp that the 32nd was on the "sail- 
ing list." 
Many officers and men. of 


course, desired furloughs 
to 
say 


good-bye to the folks at home; but 
the journey north was a long one. 
and there was considerable 
uncer- 


tainty as to just when the movement 
would begin, so leaves were imprac- 
ticable, and relatives who took the 
hint that there might 
shortly 
be 


"something doing" came to \Vaco for 
the final farewells. 


Following the receipt of 
orders 


from Washington for the transfer of 
the 32nd to the Port of ICmbarkation 
at Hoboken. N. J.. the first 
troops 


left Waco on January 2nd. 
From 


that time on the 
movement 
was 


steady, until the carnp was cleared 
by the first of March of all but. a few 
casuals. 
Division Headquarters left 


Waco January 14th. 
The infantry 


was moved first, arriving at Camp 
Merritt before 
Division 
Headquar- 


ters sailed. 
The artillery movement 


(lid not get under way until Febru- 
a ry. 
The Thirty-Second TMvision in France 


On January 
2 4 t h . J31S. the ad- 


vance party of the 32nd Division ar- 
rived at 
Brest. 
France. 
Division 


Headquarters sailed on January 31st 
and were at sea when the Tuscania. 
on an earlier convoy, was sunk by a 
German submarine. 
The 
Tuscania 


carried a detachment of the 
32nd 


Trains, and the Division suffered its 
first war casualties when 13 men lost 
their lives as a result, of the attack. 
The Tuscania was one of the 
feu- 


American troop ships to meet with 
disaster, and her sinking caused 
a 


sensation in the United States. 
The 


papers, of course, carried the news 
that there were certain 32nd Divi- 
sion troops aboard, and relatives of 
all the men of the Division who might 
have been on the seas at the time had 
several anxious days u n t i l the iden- 
tity of those on board wa.s establish- 
ed. 


Aside from the misfortune of the 


Tuscania, the transport of the Divi- 
sion abroad was accomplished with- 
out accident and quite p.xpe.dilious]y 
for the facilities available 
at 
the 


time. 
Some of the troops landed in 


England, and nearly every port 
in 


France received its quota. 
Division 


Headquarters landed in Liverpool the 
middle of February, went to the rest. 
camp at Winchester for a few days, 
crossed the channel to Havre, and af- 
ter another brief wait went by train 
to Prauthoy, Haute Marne. France, 
(a little town about 20 kilometers 
south of Langres), where the first 
"P. C." abroad was opened on Feb- 
ruary 24th, 1918. 
The area in the 


vicinity of Prauthoy had been desig- 
nated hy General Pershing as 
the 


training ground for the 32nd. 


The Division was tne sixth to join 


the American Expeditionary Force, 
and was, in accordance with General 
Headquarters plans made before it 
was known exactly which would be 
the sixth division to arrive, designat- 
ed as a replacement organization for 
the First Army Corps. 


Made a Replacement Division 


The news that the 32nd was to be 


a replacement organization came as a 
blow, indeed. 
It, took the heart out 


of everybody. The 125th, 126th and 
127th Infantry regiments were 
as- 


signed as temporary labor troops im- 
mediately after their arrival. 
and 


went to work on important projects 
in the Service of Supply, so that o n l y 
scattered detachments and 
casuals 


reached the 10th Training Area dur- 
ing the first month the Division was 


in France. 
The Artillery Brigade, 


went to the artillery training area at 
Camp Coetquidan, and the 107th En- 
gineers were assigned to engineering 
work in the Service of Supply. 
The 


128th Infantry, however, reached the 
10th Area in March, and bore the 
brunt of the replacement, blow, just 
as it was destined, to bear the brunt 
of other blows later on. 
For about 


four weeks the Division functioned 
as a replacement organization, 
and 


during t h a t time all the privates and 
captains of the 128th who were pre- 
sent, for duty were transferred to the 
First Division as replacements. 


Flower of 32nd Goes to 1st 


The parting was pathetic, from the 


point of view of all concerned, but 
once under way the 
replacements 


started out with the 32nd Division 
spirit expressing itself in the "rarin" 
to go" attitude which always was evi- 
dent, on the eve of anything big. 
Of- 


ficers who accompanied the replace- 
ments to their destination said the 
First Division officers who received 
them certainly were grateful. 
The 


First Division had received replace- 
ments before, but never such men as 
these. And subsequent reports which 
came in when the two divisions later 
found themselves side by side at the 
front, indicated that the 128th 
re- 


placements with the Firsts fought as 
v a l i a n t l y and as skillfully as their 
comrades who remained 
with 
the 


32nd. 


General Haan felt the 
blow 
as 


keenly as anyone else—perhaps more 
keenly—but when the 
replacement 


order went into effect he called a 
conference of officers and told them 
that the replacements units were nec- 
essary: that we had trained one set 
of men to fight and could train an- 
other; that if it was our lot to do 
our part in the war by training men 
to fight instead of 
fighting 
them- 


selves, then it was up to us to put 
our whole heart and soul into the 
effort. 
The. officers left the confer- 


ence and went back to their skeleton 
units, and training soon was under 
way w i t h the same energy, and, out- 
wardly at least, the same enthusi- 
asm. 


First On German Soil 


The German offensive of 'March 21. 


1918. was undoubtedly one 'Of 
the 


High Lights in the History of the 


Thirty-Second Division 


Six months under fire—from May to November, 1918, with but 10 days in a rest 


area. 
V 
Fought on five fronts in three major offensives—the Aisne-Marne, Oise-Aisne and 


Meuse-Argonne. 


Losses—14,000 casualties from all causes. 
Met and vanquished 23 German Divisions from which 2,153 prisoners were taken. 
Gained 38 kilometers in four attacks and repulsed every enemy counter attack. 
In action east of the Meuse when the Armistice was signed. 
Marched 300 kilometers to the Rhine as front line element of the Third U. S. Army 


and occupied for four months the center sector in the Coblenz bridge-head, holding 63 
towns and 400 square kilometers of territory. 


First American troops to set foot on German soil—in Alsace in May, 1918; cap- 


tured Fismes in the Marne offensive after an advance of 19 kilometers in seven days; 
fought in the Oise-Aisne offensive as the only American unit in General Margin's fam- 
ous Tenth French Army, breaking the German line which protected the Chemin des 
Dames; twice in the line in the Meuse-Argonne offensive, fighting continuously for 20 
days, penetrating the Kriemhilde Stellung, crossing the Meuse and starting drive to 
flank Metz. 


Over 800 officers and men decorated by American, French and -Belgian govern- 


ments. The colors of all four Infantry Regiments, three Artillery Regiments and three 
Machine Gun Battalions wear the Croix de Guerre of the Republic of France while 
every flag and standard in the Division has four American battle bands. 


Composed of Wisconsin and Michigan National Guardsmen; insignia a Red Ar- 
.row, signifying that the Division shot through every line the enemy put before it; 
given the name of "Les Terribles" by the French: commanded in all its actions by 
Major General Wm. G. Haan and in the Army of Occupation by Major General Win.

BLAINE ON INCOME 
TAX SECRECY CLAOSE 


Governor Admits that State Has 


Refunded $30,000 to Firms 
Which Overpaid 
Taxes 


WATERLOO, Wis.—This 
section 


of the state is chortling over an en- 
counter between Governor Elaine and 
Assemblyman H. W. Stokes, with the/ 
secrecy" clause the "piece de resist- 
ance" ' in' which the executive came 
off second best and admitted that he 
was not telling all about the question 
of taxation. 


The affair took place at a speech 
the governor made in Lake Mills in 
Hie evening. There was a small crowd 
of less than a hundred out. "Whether it 
was the small crowd or a bad supper 
the governor had a distinct peeve on 
when he started to talk. 


His text 
was 
the usual 
tirade 


against the secrecy clause. He prob- 
ably would have gotten away without 
being called but he took occasion to 
criticize Assemblyman Stokes, who at 
the governor's $8,000 special session 
this spring, refused to vote for the 
administration's measure. 
Assemblyman Stokes was elected 


on a farmer-laborer ticket in 1920. 
He is running for re-election with the 


same support. He refused, however, 
to follow the governor's dictates on 
the question 
of the secrecy clause 


declaring that it was a false issue. 


Now Stokes happened to be one of 
the small crowd that was listening 
to the governor. After the executive 
liad his say. Mr. Stokes called,him. 
He proceeded to impart some infor- 
mation about the secrecy clause that 
the governor had very carefully left 
out in his speech and wound up by 
unfolding a letter from State Treas- 
urer Henry Johnson in which that of- 
ficial asserts that the state had re- 
funded over $30,000 to corporations 
in Wisconsin who hod overpaid their 
income taxes.
